1. These Rules may be called the Film Institute of India (Class III and Class IV Posts ) Recuitment (Amendment) Rules, 1963 . 


2. In the Film Institute of India (Class III and Class IV Posts) Recruitment Rules , 1961, (I) after rule 6 , the following rule shall he added , namely : 


" 7 Power to relax : Where the CentralGovernment is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient to do so , it may, by order, for reasons to
